W ashington, Oct. 12.—A cold wave 
swept over the East and South T h u rs­ 
day and broke all records for this sea­ 
son in many sections, but the weather 
bureau announces th a t while the te m ­ 
perature would 
rise “only slightly” 
Friday, there will be w arm er w eather 
Saturday and by Sunday seasonable 
tem p eratu res will again prevail East 
and South. 
In m any sections the se­ 
vere cold snap was accompanied by 
snowfall

age, wrecked telegraph and telephone 
lilies and interfered with other traffic.

Cuban B an k er Believed to Be Bound 
for Venezuela. 


New York, Oct. 12.— Cablegrams to 
all parts of tin* world have been sent 
out asking 
the authorities 
to keep 
watch for Manuel Silvoira, the Hava­ 
na banker, who is accused of having 
absconded with more th an $1,000,000, 
thereby causing tin* 
assignm ent in 
tills city of the banking and commis­ 
sion house of Juan M. Caballos Ai Co., 
which failed on W ednesday with lia­ 
bilities between $3,OOO,OOO 
and $L- 
000,000. 
It was 
announced bere 
thnt. Sil­ 
voira is not 
on board the 
steam er 
Cnrmellna, in which he and his fam­ 
ily sailed from Havana. 
It was said 
t h a t the present whereabouts of the 
Carmeiina are known and th a t the des­ 
tination of 'he other steamer, to which 
it is said Silvoira and his family were 
tran sferred two days out from H a v a ­ 
na. has been ascertained. 
William 
V. Rowe, receiver 
of the 
wrecked firm, said th a t every effort 
was being m ade to apprehend Silvoira, 
who, h e said, was 
a close personal 
friend 
of President Castro 
of Vene­ 
zuela and had important financial re ­ 
lations with the head of the South 
American republic. 
Detectives 
have 
been employed 
to run down Silveira, 
Mr, Rowe said, anil their opinion is 
that th e 
Cuban b an k er 
will strain 
every nerve to reach Venezuela. 
It is understood that detectives have 
already sailed from New* York to Ha­ 
vana, from which city they will take 
up the search for Silveira. 


More Than a M illio n Dollars. 


William Nelson Cromwell of Crom­ 
well & Sullivan, counsel 
for the r e ­ 
ceiver of (’challas & Co., stated that 
the money taken by Silveira included 
$000,000 which be had collected from 
the Cuban government 
on treasury* 
w arrants. 
Ceballos & Co. were heavy 
purchasers of these warrants, which 
were issued to the Cuban veterans af­ 
ter tin' close of the Spanish-Americati 
w*ar. 
Some $300,000 additional uncol­ 
lected 
w a rra n ts w ere 
found 
in Sil- 
veira’s safe, according to advices re ­ 
ceived by the Ceballos firm from Jose 
Beola, who is acquited of any know l­ 
edge of Silveira’s 
alleged wrong-do­ 
ing. 
Another 
cable received 
from 
Beola indicated that the total amount 
alleged 
to 
have 
been taken 
from 
Ceballos by Silveira is about $1,000,- 
000. 
In addition to this $200,000 in 
outside liabilities are reported. 
That S ilveira ,*1 lined —lits s udden 
departu re with much care is evidenced 
by the fact that the partner, Beola, re ­ 
ceived a letter five days after the sail­ 
ing of the Carmeiina. 
This letter w*as 
delivered to Beola by m essenger and 
stated that he (Silveira) had departed 
for parts unknown.

Lindbergh has commented on the dis­ 
advantage injured by dealers in small 
cities, and by manufacturers and pro­ 
ducers who were distant from the large 
and favored centers of business, 
I he 
general theme of his articls has been to 
suggest some remedy 
for 
this that 
would add to the prosperity of the smal­ 
ler cities and the country districts. 
Ile 
holds that the descriinination of trams 
potation companies in favor of the big 
cities is a wrong that should be righted. 
Now he is held up as a supporter of the 
very evils he has so earnestly opposed. 
His comments on the bad conditions 
are now quoted 
to show that he ap­ 
proves of them. 
Mr. Lindbergh favors 
the small dealer, the small manufac­ 
turer and the farmer, and believes that 
proper legislation will bring to them a 
greater share of the country’s prosperi­ 
ty. 
A careful reading 
of 
Mr. Lind 
bergh’s writings will convince anyone 
that ho is a friend of the small business 
community and the farmer. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 
Three constitutional amendments are 
to be voted on the coining election. The 
first changes the constitution so as to 
give the legislature increase powers re­ 
lating to taxation, and is considered 
necessary by those who have studied 
the matter so as to permit the legisla 
turn to make necessary changes to cor 
reet taxation abuses. 
T h o second amendment gives the leg 
islat uro power to create a state salaried 
highway commission and to increase 
the state tax for highways and bridges 
from one-twentieth to one fourth of a 
ruill. 
The third amendment is one that will 
meet with general approval by all. 
It 
enables any person to peddle or sell the 
produce of hiaown farm or garden with­ 
out getting a license to do so. 
Certain­ 
ly everybody should favor this am end­ 
ment. 
All throe amendments will bo placed 
on a separate ballot with brief explana­ 
tions of what they are.

Superintendent Wilson Issues In­ 


structions for Contestant 


as to Exhibits. 


The contest for tho pupils of the 
Crow Wing county schools in the grow­ 
ing of farm crops which was inaugurated 
last 
spring 
will be held in the court 
room in the court house in Brainerd on 
Friday and Saturday, 
Dec. 7 and 8, 
1900. Superintendent Wilson has issued 
the following instructions for the con­ 
testants: 


“ W h e a t 
One quarter acre to have 
been raised. 
“An exhibit shall consir-t of one peck 
of selected grain and twelve selected 
heads with stalks at least six 
inches 
long. 
Make a small 
bundle of 
the 
selected heads, tie the bundle loosely 
just below tho heads and tightly at the 
base of tho stems. The peck of grain 
should be free from all dirt and seeds 
other than wheat. 
Pupils should grade 
the wheat carefully by hand or with a 
good fanning mill. 


“ O a t s 
Same a s wheat. 


“C o r n 
O n e fo u r th acre. 
“Select the ten best ears out of all 
those grown on the plot of land devoted 
to this contest. Leave the husks on but 
stripped back and the ears tied in a 
bunch or bunches. 
Pupils should pre­ 
sent with their exhibits a written state­ 
ment showing (I) kind of soil, (2) how 
cultivated and enriched, db kind of seed 
(name,) <41 when sown or planted, (5) 
when ripe, (6 ) when harvested, (7) seas­ 
on favorable or unfavorable, is yield of 
the one fourth acre.” 
There will be ten prizes given on 
each grain, tho prizes being 83.50, 83.25, 
83.00 82.75, 82.75, 82.50, 82.25, 82.00 81.75, 
81.50 and 81.00. The winners of the 
first,second and third prizes in each 
grain are eligible to contest for state 
prizes in St. Paul in January 1900. 
The Northern Pacific railroad has in 
addition offered free transportation to 
St. Paul to the winners of the first 
prize for each grain.

One firm 
wants to know how it will be about tho 
brands to be employed on lard products. 
He makes “pure leaf lard,” also what he 
calls “pure refined lard.” 
Investigation 
proves 
that 
tho Utter article is lard 
compounded with cottonseed oil. Under 
the definition to be given to the word 
pure by tho government, it is nothing 
but a compound, and must bo branded 
as such. 
“ Pure refined lard” is a higher 
type of lard: a mixture of lard and cot­ 
tonseed oil is a compound 
and 
the 
pure 
refined 
label would be a fraud. 
< hie caller wanted to know' “How about 
tho la Del “ Westphalia ham?” 
He was 
pointed to a section of the law’ prohibit­ 
ing misrepresentations as to origin of 
product. 
“ But,” he insisted, “there is 
a town of Westphalia in this country.” 
He was asked if he really had th a t place 
in mind when ho labeled 
his goods 
“ Westphalia 
ham.” 
His 
smile was 
faint. 
Like instances 
of 
deliberate 
misrepresentation and consequent fraud 
upon the consumer are many and it is 
these 
th a t are to be reached by tho 
regulations 
on 
misbranding. 
They 
should be strict and definite and once 
made should be rigorously 
enforced. 
Tho consumers 
are 
entitled to that 
much protection from dishonest manu­ 
facturers. 
—O — 
I here will be several amendments to 
the state constitution of Minnesota to 
be 
voted 
for at the coming election. 
I here is one amendment especially that 
is of vital importance to 
every farmer 
in the state of 
Minnesota. 
It is the 
third proposed 
amendment and pro­ 
vides that any person 
may peddle the 
products of the farm or garden occupied 
and cultivated by him without obtain­ 
ing a license therefor. 
There has been 
an effort in 
many cities and towns to 
prevent farmers from peddling vegetab­ 
les or meat from house 
to house, tho 
retail dealers having them arrested un­ 
der the local ordinance requiring ped­ 
dlers to pay license. The result of suc­ 
cess in the efforts to prevent the farm­ 
er from dealing direct with tho consum­ 
er would be to render it possible for re­ 
tailers to place I loth the farmer and con­ 
sumer at their mercy. 
If they could 
got together they could fix the margin 
on which all produce could be handled 
and the result would bo that it would 
bo the producer that would get tho mar­ 
gin and Uh* dealer 
the 
bulk 
of the 
price, 
while 
tho householder would 
have to foot as big a bill as tho retailer 
deemed beat. The writer does not mean 
that it would always or often be done, 
but it would be possible to do so and 
tho possibility of a farmer boing prose­ 
cuted for selling to whom and at what 
prices he can get should be stopped for­ 
ever. 
In the very nature of his busi­ 
ness he must geek his customers as the 
customers 
cannot 
seek him, and ho 
should have the unequivocal protection 
of the fundamental law of tho state in 
doing so. 


—o — 
Another amendment that is of inter­ 
est to toe farmer as well as to all other 
citizens is that giving tho legislature 
the authority to increase tho state levy 
for roads and bridges from I 20 of a 
mill to 34 of a mill on the dollar. 
Tho 
levy at the new rate would only amount 
to 25 cents on each 81000 valuation and 
a large part of it would come out of the 
cities and be distributed on tho country 
roads. 
Under the proposed amendment 
not less than % por cent, nor more than 
three per cont, of the funds can be dis­ 
tributed to any one county. 
T he cities of St. Baul and Minneapolis 
will 
thus be compelled to contribute 
heavily to the state fund, yet can get 
no more of it than the 
less 
wealthy 
counties. 
—o 
'There is a movement on foot to or­ 
ganize a Crow Wing County Good Roads 
association. 
Every farmer in the coun­ 
ty as well as every business man is or 
should be interested in this subject, and 
tho farmer more than the business man. 
It costs today more to bring a load of 
wheat from Midland or Emily to Brain­ 
erd than it does to send the same wheat 
from New York to Liverpool. 
While 
the farmer is paying tribute to the 
transportation trusts that he should 
not be compelled to pay, he is paying a 
much higher one to incompetence and 
lack of trained skill in the building and 
maintaining of country roads. 
Watch 
for the call and make it a point to be 
present at the organization of the asso­ 
ciation.

This course was taken at ttie 
suggestion of the prosecution, on tie' 
appeal of Mr. Cuthbert to the court 
for protection. 
The 
witness was summoned 
and 
ordered to bring the books of his com­ 
pany showing the record of stockhold­ 
ers’ meeting. 
The hooks were pro­ 
duced. 
The record of the last annual 
meeting showed that Mr. Cuthbert had 
been elected president by voting under 
power 
of attorney 
1,495 shares 
of 
stock owned by the English hold com­ 
pany; that tills comprised the entire 
stock of the company with the excep­ 
tion of five shares, of which one each 
is held by the president and four di­ 
rectors of the company, who are all 
residents of Lima, O., the home of the 
company. 
Mr. Cuthbert said he had 
bren president since 1903 and that he 
had held the same power of attorney 
since that 
time. 
He knew 
nothing 
about th-“ English company, had never 
seen anyone connected 
with it, lait 
had cot resj onded with J. W. Francis, 
its secretary, and W. W. Johnston, its 
managing director, 
whose addresses 
were London. 
He 
remits money 
to 
them. 
Mr. Cuthbert said he had been 
connected 
with the company about 
eight years. 
Did a General Oil Business. 


—Explaining the nature of business 
done by the Manhattan, Mr. Cuthbert 
said that before he became its presi­ 
dent, the company did 
a general oil 
business, 
that 
it owned 
producing 
properties, pi- e lines and a refinery at 
Galate i, O.

its pipe line to the Ohio Oil company, 
hut he did not 
know who 
was now 
operating the refinery ai Galatea. Tile 
Manhattan company now does exclu­ 
sively a pipe line business.

transports it to storage sta ions and 
sells it to S. P. 
Trainer, purchasing

Miss Dyer said that her brother-in- 
law had told her that incompatibility 
of tem er made it impossible for bim 
and him wife to live happily together 
and that he purposed

him on Dee. 29 
last, In 
which it was stated that Mrs. Brou- 
wer’s estate was valued at $f.,000 and 
that Dr. Brouwer and ills two children 
were tho beneficiaries.

of the surrogate on the stand was re­ 
garded as jvi attempt on the part of 
the prosecution ti) establish a motive 
for the alleged crime. 
Just before adjournment was taken 
for the day .Judge Hendrickson caused 
surprise when he declared to the jury 
that he bad heard they had been talk­ 
ing to persons in the streets a b o u t the 
case.

FARMER’S 
W I F E 
SHOT. 


Her Brother-in-Law Is Suspected of 
Committing the Crime. 
Winchendon, Mass., Oct. 12.—Mrs, 
1 Ira E. Wood, wife of a farmer here, 
was shot in the face at night and al­ 
most instantly killed. 
The charge of 
I shot that struck her was fired through 
j a window of her home. 
Harry Wood, a brother-in-law, lives 
on an adjoining farm. 
He has been
